had ordered the Director of the 
Budget to start investigations as 
the first step in reorganizing the 
entire structure of the executive 
branch of the Government. 


The President, acting under the 
authority granted him by the na- 
tional economy act, said executive 
orders recommending a wholesale 
reorganization of the Government 
would be ready by the time Con- 
gress convenes in December. — 

In a statement to newrpaper men 
the President said: 

“Upon my recommendation the 
Congress at its session gave to the 
President authority to reorganize} 
the executive branches of the Gov-| 
ernment by regrouping, consolidat- 
ing and reducing the number of 
bureaus and commissions, eliminat- 
ing overlap and duplication of ef- 
fort in order to bring about larse 
economies. 

“Under the provisions of the 
law, the President is to issue execu- 
tive orders covering such changes 
and these orders are to be trans- 
mitted to Congress, to become ef- 
fective after 60 calendar days 
should Congress not disapprove of 
them. 

“The law creating the Bureau of 
the Budget provides that that bu- 
reau, on direction of the President, 
shall make detailed studies for 
purposes of determining changes 
in the executive organization. 

“T have today directed that. the 
Director of the Budget shall set up 
the staff to make the necessar) de- 
tailed investigations and © prepare 
executive orders for reorganization 
of the whole structure of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“These orders covering the enttre 
executive establishments will be 
completed and presented to the 
Congress immediately on its con- 
vening in December.”

The dentist has been a frequent 
visitor to the prisoner because the 
Mahatma has proved a difficult 
case for him. He has made several 
dentures for Gandhi, only to have 
them discarded.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—High Gov- 
ernment officials were not pre- 
pared to say today what action 
would be taken if Mahatma Gan- 
dhi, Indian Nationalist leader, un- 
dertakes to carry out his threat 
to starve himself to death. 

Gandhi apdlogized for any em- 
barrassment he might cause the 
Government, but said he would 
hold to his decision even if he were 
released from the prison where he 
has been kept for months as a re- 
sult of the conflict between the 
Government and the Indian WNa- 
tionalists, 

Officials suggested there was a 
faint possibility of the Indians 
agreeing among themselves on & 
solution of the electorate problem 
which would prove sakedabtnry to 
Gandhi. 

Forcible feeding of the aged 
rebel was tentatively considered, 
but it was admitted that if Gandhi 
were determined on starving it 
would be difficult to prevent him. 
It was said Gandhi probably would 
be released from prison when he 
started his hunger strike Sept. 20. 

Reasgn for Gandhi’s Protest, 

Gandhi's decision was disclosed 
last night when the India Office 
made public letters exchanged by 
Gandhi, Prime Minister MacDonald 
and Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary 
for India. 

The particular part of the Gov- 
ernment’s electoral scheme _ that 
Gandhi objects to is a provision 
for.a modified form of separate 

electorate for India’s “untouch- 
ables.” 

| respectfuly inform His Majes- 
ty’s Government that in the event 
of their decision creating a sepa- 
rate electorate for the depressed 
classes, I must fast unto death,” 
Gandhi said in one of his letters. 

Lord Irwin, who preceded Lord 
Willingdon as Viceroy of India, told 
American newspaper men at a 
luncheon last summer: 

‘ “T¢ I were to get out in the hall- 
way of the new Government build- 
ings at Delhi, squat down on the 
floor and refuse to eat a bite until 
the Indian civil disobedience move- 
ment came to terms, the trouble 
would be over in a few days. 

“Of course, before those few days 
could elapse my liberal, conserva- 
tive and labor colleagues ih Lon- 
don would send for me to come 
home and have a padded cell wait- 
ing for me on my arrival.” 

Englishmen well acquainted with 
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seiaenstia that Gandhi, in decid- 
ing on voluntary om, was 
“speaking a languac~ the Indian 
people understand.” 

Gandhi’s Correspondence. 

As shown in the corréspondence, 
Gandhi based his decision on a 
statement he made at the Round 
Table Conference in London—a 
statement that he would “resist 
with my life the grant of a separate 
electorate to the depressed classes.” 


In. a letter to the Secretary for 
India he wrote: “This war not 
said in the heat of the moment or 
by way of rhetoric. It meant 
to be a serious statement.” At the 
time the assertion was not taken 
literally. 

Any form of separate electorates. 
Gandhi said in one of his letters, 
would perpetuate the present status 
of the untouchables, 

“I tebl,” he wrote, “that no pen- 
ance the caste of Hindus may do 
can in any way compensate for the 
calculated degradation to which 
they have consigned the. depressed 
classes for centuries.” 


Macl’onald’.. Explanation. 
In a telegram sent to Gandhi 
Aug. 9, Prime Min:ster MacDonald 
set forth the Government's position 


that the depressed classe. were not 
deprived of the electoral powers of 
the Hindus, but in addition had 
special seats allotted to them for 
20 years. MacDonald said this was 
only a modified and not a perma- 
nent form of special electorates. 

“As I understand your attitude,” 
MacDonald said, “you propose to 
adopt the extreme course of starv- 
ing yourself to death not in order 
to secure that the depressed classes 
should have joint electorates with 
other Hindus, because that already 
has been provided for, and not to 
maintain the unity of Hinduism, 
which also is provided for, but 
solely to prevent the depressed 
classes—who admittedly suffer from 
terrible disabilities today—from be- 
ing able to secure a limited number 
of representatives of their own 
choosing. to speak in their behalf 
in the legislatures which will be the 
dominating influence over their fu- 
ture.” 

In reply Gandhi said he was not 
the spokesman of the depressed 
classes, but he must adhere to his 
decision. He added that there were 
very grave objections to other parts 
of the settlement plan, but they did 
not justify self-destruction.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13.— 
The platform committee of the 
Democratig State convention this 
afternoon agreed to a liquor plank 
pledging the party, if in control of 
the Legislature, to amend the State 
prohibition enforcement act imme- 
diately after Congress shall have 
amended the Volstead act to per- 

mit the sale of wine and beer. 
The Republican party leaders 
earlier in the day had agreed to 
recomemnd to the Platform Com- 
mittee of their convention a simi- 
lar plank. The Republicans 


pledged that, if the Legislature 
was not in session at the time of 
congressional action, a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature would be 
called. The Democratic plank will 
not contain that provision, but will 
pledge “immediate” changes in 
the State law when Congress has 
acted. 

” Hope of “Political Pie.” 

The hope of “political pie’’ after 
the next election was held out to 
Democrats this afternoon by John 
H. Taylor of Chillicothe, temporary 
chairman of the Democratic con- 
yention, in his keynote speech. 
Taylor criticised the Hoover ad- 
ministration, charged that Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Winter was nominat- 
ed through the influence of the 
“Republican machine.” 

In conclusion, Taylor gladdened 
the hearts of the Democrats who 
have been out of political jobs for 
12 years. 

‘The time has come,” he said, 
“when w2 are going to drive out 
the Hydites and Hooverites and 
take possession of the land of milk 
and honey and the great biz 
luscious pie that belongs to God’s 
chosen people.” 

Charles M. Hay, defeated candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the United States Senate, 
drew applause from the conven- 
tion in a pledge of his support of 
the Democratic ticket. 

“I may be too dry to lead the 
Democratic party, but I’m not too 
dry to follow the Democratic par- 
ty,”’ said Hay. 

“I am for Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, the whole Democratic ticket 
and the great constructive program 
of the Democratic party. 


“I am not only for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, but I am for Clark for 
United States Senator. He will 
make a great candidate, and he 
will make a great United States 
Senator.

If the courts hold an election 
this November is legal, McKee will 
hold office until Jan. 1, 1933. If 
it is decided he is entitled to serve

SANTIAGO, Sept. 13.—Provi- 
sional President Carlos Davila, 
who formerly served as Chilean 
Ambassador to the United States, 
resigned this afternoog after the 
army air force rose in _ revolt, 
threatening to bomb the presiden- 
tial palace unless he surroendered 
his office. 

The revolt was led by Col. Ar- 
turo Merifio Benitez, frequently a 
storm center of the air force, and 
its nucleus was at El Bosque Air- 
port on the outskirts of Santiago. 
* Military atr forces led by Com- 
mander Merino asserted they had 
the support of part of the Santia- 
g0O army garrison and also of the 
Navy. This was denied by tha 
Government, which announced 
that both the garrison and Navy 
remained loyal. 

The! movement started a few 
hours after the entire Cabinet re- 
signed and President Davila suc- 
ceeded in reshuffling the Minis- 
tries and forming a new Gevern- 
ment. 

The Government closed the 
newspaper La Opinion because it 
was publishing Col. Merino’s man- 
ifesto, in which he declared Presi- 
dent Davila was unpopular and 
had failed to follow the Socialist 
program laid down when a revoit 
and two counter-revolts upset the 
Government last July. 

A committee headed by Merino 
called upon Davila, demanding his 
resignation. Davila refused. The 
committee then went to the War 
Ministry to discuss possibility of 
ousting him without violence. 

Merino charges that Senor Da- 
vila is using his influence as Pro- 
visional President to strengthen the 
campaign for his own election in 
October.

regulate and co-ordinate the rail and 
water transportation agencies. At that 
time, the development of the trucks, 
busses, airplanes and automobiles as 
transportation agéncies was not even 
dreamed of. ‘ 

This Department of Transportation is 
much more necessary now, of course, 
than it was then. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is utterly inadequate 
to meet the requirements of the situa- 
tion, hindered by old ideas and obsolete 
practices. A Department of Transporta- 
tion would stop the senseless competi- 
tion that is now wasting the money of 
the taxpayers, who are, in one way or 
ahother, subsidizing these transportation 
agencies,

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A CHALLENGE TO ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis has appealed successfully to the R. F. C. 
for funds to finance relief operation until funds from 
the $4,600,000 bond issue, to be voted on at the No 
vember election, are available. The amount of the 


loan, $628,930, is less than the $750,000 asked. The 


latter figure was based on needs to Jan. 1, whereas 
the R. F. C. decided to fill needs to Dec. 1 only, when 
funds from the bond issue, if passed, can be used. 

Unless the depression lifts in a miraculous manner 
between now and November, and eveh the profession- 
al optimists see no chance of that, passage of the 
bond issue will be imperative. Approximately one 
family in every 10, according to Peter Kasius of the 
Provident Association, is receiving relief, and to cut 
off relief funds would be to invite starvation and 
eviction for a large part of our population at the 
setting in of winter. 

Admittedly, increasing the city’s debt in a way to 
produce no work for citizens or any benefit to the 
city as a whole is a step justified only by the great 
emergency confronting us. It increases the burdens 
on St. Louis property owners and it does not touch 
the root of the evil, namely, the social disorganiza- 
tion by which thousands of able-bodied citizens are 
unable to obtain employment. 

St. Louis, of course, cannot single-handedly solve 
a problem that has the whole world in its grip, but it 
need not throw up its hands and let it go entirely by 
default. Our industries and businesses, to some degree, 
can relieve unemployment by dividing work among a 
greater number of employes. Many of them can in- 
stitute the shorter working day and week, or use two 
shifts where one is'now employed. The committee 
of 71, recently appointed to study the relief problem, 
looks upon work as a possible partial solution and 
has recommended a survey of its possibilities. 

We cannot indefinitely mereiy shovel out relief, 
draining citizens of surplus funds, depleting treas- 
uries, increasing public debt and imposing taxes of 
onerous nature. Such a course is utterly demoraliz- 
ing not only upon taxpayers, but upon those unfortu- 
nate persons who, in lieu of employment, must go 
hat in hand to the charitable agencies, asking for 
food, clothing and shelter. :

Mr. Coolidge on the Republican Case 


By Walter Lippmann. 


RITING in the Saturday Evening 
Post, Mr. Coolidge has stated the Re- 
®publican case. It appears that to the 


calamities of the past three years mo single 


Republican policy has in any way contrib- 
uted. - In his own record and in that of his 
successor, Mr. Coolidge finds nothing that 
should have been done differently. He be- 
lieves that at all times during the boom 
and during the depression the Republican 
party has continued to be “one of the most 
effective instruments of popular govern- 
ment that ever existed.’ 

To achieve such sublime complacency in 
the face of all that has happened, it has 
been necessary for Mr. Coolidge to récon- 
struct and reinterpret the historical record. 
His method may be studied in a specific 
case, in his account of the attitude of his 
‘own administration toward the great bull 
market. 

* ° - 


We are told that in the winter of 1928- ~ 


29 he became alarmed and put himself 
in contact with the Federal Reserve Board. 
At that time, it should be noted, brokers’ 
loans were more than twice what they had 
been two years earlier and the average price 
of stocks had doubled in the same time. 
Thus, for two years of the most extrava- 
gant bull market in history, Mr. Coolidge 
was not alarmed. In fact, though he does 
not allude to the fact, it was in the middle 
of that bull market that Mr. Coolidge inter- 
vened with his famous statement that “the 
record-breaking increase in brokers’ loans 
is not large enough to cause unfavorable 
comment,” but in the 12 months following 
that statement, the increase of brokers’ 
loans reached a volume sufficient to give 
Mr. Coolidge alarm. 

He tells us that when he felt alarmed, 
ne consulted the Federal Reserve Board 
and found that “they were using their in- 
fluence quietly, as was necessary, to check 
speculation, and for that reason they fa- 
vored raising the interest rates. which had 
to be done carefully to avoid injuring non- 
speculative business.”’ This will be news to 
the banking world. For the record is un- 
disputed that, from the winter of 1929 to 
the late summer, the Federal Reserve 
Board was so “careful” about raising the 
rate that it refused to let the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York raise its rate. It 
was not until August, two months before the 
crash, that the Washington board gave per- 
mission to the New York bank. - By that 
time, brokers’ loans had risen another 30 
per cent from the date of Mr. Coolidge’s 
first alarm, and stock prices another 50 per 


cent. 
* . . 


Yet even now Mr. Coolidge believes that 
it was right not to raise the rate and arrest 
the speculation in the winter at the time 
when he first became alarmed. He still 
thinks Washington followed the right pol- 
icy because the other policy of raising the 
rate would have injured business, Mr. 
Coolidge is no half-hearted partisan. What- 
ever his party has done, even to letting 
speculation run wild, was the careful, cau- 
tious, sound, safe and conservative thing to 
do. It is almost beautiful to behold such 
untrou faith. 

in one incident there appears ‘the 
whole process of Mr. Coolidge’s mind in 
dealing with the central question of the 
campaign. He believes implicitly: (a) that 
the Coolidge prosperity rested on solid 
foundations, and (b) that the Hoover de- 
fense against depression has been adequate. 
His task then ts to explain why the good 


against which Mr. Hoover has had to fight 
so hard. 

Unless he admits that the Coolidge pros- 
perity was unsound, and contained within 
itself the seeds of its own destruction, Mr. 
Coolidge has to find plausible reasons, to- 
tally unconnected with the Republican poli- 
cies, which account for the abrupt and 
catastrophic collapse. He has found rea- 
sons. They are in part “over-speculation” 
by the great body of the people, but chiefly 
the economic breakdown in other parts of 
the world. 

By adopting this diagnosis, Mr. Coolidge 
is able to blame the American people a lit- 
tle, the foreigner mostly, and the Repub- 
ican party not 4t all. Having absolved his 
party completely, he is thus able to argue 
not only that it should be continued in 
power, but that it should maintain intact 
its whole system of policies. 

We have already seen how Mr. Coolidge 
absolves himself and his party of ail re- 
sponsibility for the speculation. We have 
now to inquire inte the manner in which he 
projects into the outer world the whole re- 
sponsibility for the world depression. He 
does it by the rather simple method of flat 
assertion. Thus he asserts that “in the late 
winter of 1930” there were many indications 
of a business revival, but that this revival 
was stopped by “a world-wide crash in ag- 
ricuitural products.’”” This crash, he goes 
on to say, had “its origin outside the Unit- 
ed States.” 


Yet in 1929 the United States produced 
nearly a fifth of the world’s wheat, nearly 
a third of the world’s tobacco, over half 
of the worid’s corn, over half of the 
world’s cotton. If there was a “worid 
crash” in these commodities, does it make 
any sense to say that a country which oc- 
cupies so powerful a position in the world 
is wholly unconnected with a world-wide 
phenomenon? World prices collapsed, in- 
cluding the prices of those ieading com- 
modities of which we are the principal pro- 
ducers. Mr. Coolidge asks us to believe 
that in this world, where we are in economic 
and financial weight by far the greatest 
power, it was disorder elsewhere and no 
errors of our own which brought on the 
debacle. 

Yet it is necessary for Mr. Coolidge to 
make the claim. For the alternative is to 
admit that the Coolidge prosperity was in 
reality a gigantic inflation arising out of 
profound maladjustment of American eco- 
nomic policy. Mr. Coolidge may never ad- 
mit that. But in no other way can one ar- 
rive at a reasonabie explanation of why the 
Coolidge prosperity expanded so violently 
and collapsed so ignominiously.

Hundreds of commendations have 
been received from people and or- 
ganizations all over the country 
and from people of all walks of 
life. 

“The influx of thousands of un- 
employed veterans could not have 
been prevented.

The re- 
port does not show that of the 362 
arrests made during the two 
months of the so-called bonus in- 
vasion only 12 arrests of bonus 
marchers were made for offenses 
of a criminal nature. 
About Demonstrations. 

“The report stresses communism, 
crime and subversive influences. 
There are of record many demon- 
astrations of patriotism and disci- 
pline by the great mass of the un- 
employed veterans. For instance. 
a Washington newspaper (Star of 
June 19) comments editorially as 
foliows: ‘in the manner of their 
acceptance of the defeat of the bo- 
nus bill, administered with such 
decisive finality by a heavy coali- 
tion majority of the Senate yester- 
day, the veterans who besieged the 
Capitol ina dramatic show of 
strength, won a great victory. Their 
victory was one that results from 
g00d discipline, and good discipline 
js only possible among good sol- 
diers. There was a deep murmur 
that grew as it spread through the 
ranks after announcement of the 
vote from the steps of the Capitol. 
But a moment later heads were 
bared and the soldiers sang 
“America.” Within a few minutes 
the straggling columns were mov- 
ing from the Capito) grounds, back 
to camp across the river. Nothing 
quite like it has ever happened in 
America. These men wrote a new 
chapter on patrietism of which 
their countrymen may well’ be 
proud.’ 

“In Conflict With Record.” 

“And now to call attention to the 
more important statements in the 
report which are in conflict with 
police records: 

“1. The report says: ‘One of 
the bonus camps, that within 
Twelfth and Fourteenth and B and 
© streets, Southwest, was occupied 
principally by Communists. ded 
by John T. Pace.’ Police fecords 
show there were nine separate units 
billeted in these four square bilecks 
numbering by police count 824 in-\ 
dividuals on July 26. Of these 
units, only one, comprising approx- 
imately 150 men, was associated 
wit the Soldiers’ Ex-Service Men's 
League, a radical organization. This 
unit was located at 210 Thirteenth 
street, South west. 

“2. The report says: ‘There is 
irrefutable proof that a very large 
body of Communists and radicals, 
some ex-service meh and some not, 
were in the city as part of the 
benus army, circulating among 
them and working diligently to in- 
cite them toe digorder.” The facts 
are that Communists and their 
ignorant followers were relatively 
few. Following two days of cireu- 
larizead propaganda, John T. Pace 
mustered on July 21 a group of 
not more than 210 (by police count 
while in formation), for the pur- 
pore of attempting to picket the 
White House.
